When 
at last the two speakers really understood 
each other the American’s astonishment 
was unbounded. He simply could not get 
over the idea of building an enormous 
barrier like those walls between one’s own 
grounds and the public, who would enjoy 
looking at those gardens. ‘You certainly 
do like your privacy over here,” he said 
many times. The neat, though sturdy, 
iron 
rounds of a big school on that route won 
hie unqualified approval. you had 
more of those and fewer of the great walls, 
you'd be a deal betier off,’’ he said. 


A Dublin “ Whipsnade.”’ 


Those who have seen the 
sylvan gladces at Whipsnade, 
headquarters of the Royal Zoologica:

Ninety-Nine Years. 


I was buying a lease the otner day 
(writes a correspondent), and’ came up 
against that popular old legal term— 
ninety-nine years.

Various causes contribute 
to this unhappy state of-affairs. One, of 
course, is the fact that numerous German 
vessels were taken over by. Britain’ and the 
other Allies after the wat, thus eee |i 
shipbuilders of the prospect of -renewad 
bu:iness..- No doubt, this is what the 
report means when it speaks of “ the action 
of Goverhments in bringing ships into 
existence for political, - nob commercial, 
reasons,.running them at heavy loss at the 
taxpayer’ $ expense, and, at the same time, 
imposing ever-increasing restrictions on 
the volume of the cargoes passing through 
their ports.” The causes of this glut of 
shipping, however, matter little-—except 
in so far as they reveal tlie “steps that 
mtist be taken for its relief.

FLEW THROUGH STORM. 


They were flying “ blind’’ through a 
terrific storm on May 15th, when they 
were forced down at seven o'clock in the 
morning. All they had was a packet of 
biscuits and a few tins of fruit. They | 
spent five days paddling themselves about 
in a float from the seaplane without fgod 
or water, exploring the coast in the belief 
that they had landed on Melville Island. 

They were so weak that they were unable 
to search for more than half an hour daily 
“for the snails on which they lived. 

On May 25th a steamer passed within a | 
mile of them, but evidently did not see | 
their signals. | 

At one stage they saw a big fire inland, 
which they took to be evidence of habita- | 
tion, but to their chagrin they found it | 
was only a bush fire. | 

They tried to row themselves to Wynd- | 
ham, but were unable to get beyond the 
spot where they were found. On June 14th | 
an aeroplane passed overhead, but did not | 
‘see their red signals. It flew over again, | 
but this time farther inland. 


AID FROM NATIVES. 


On June 22 they saw a native, who ap- | 
proached them saying that he had come | 
from Drysdale. He gave them a large fish. | 

A whole party of Drysdale natives next | 
appeared, bringing food from the mission, 
and on June 28th they received a note | 
from Constable Marshall. When Marshal! 
arrived they embraced him, and “ poured | 
out their joy in tears.” They were only | 
just. able to walk, and were staggering | 
under the weight of a piece of cooked 
kangaroo wrapped in a towel. | 

The spot in which they were found was | 
12 miles from where the seaplane in which 
they were flying on a trade mission to 
the Far East had been abandoned. 

Only recently another notable rescue | 
of an exhausted airman took place. 
when the tanker Circe Shell on June 12th 
picked up Stanley Hausner, who, having 
been forced to descend on the sea during 
a projected flight from the United States 
to Peland, had been adrift in the 
wreckage for eight days and nights. It 
was only because the Circe Shell had 
taken a different course from usual that | 
the ’plane was sighted, and, had it passed | 
a Jittle later, it would have been pitch | 
dark,. with no hope of seeing the airman. 

A similar, but more fortunate rescue, 
was that of Mr. Lou Reichers in May, 
who, while attempting a flight from New 
York to Paris via Dublin, was forced 
down off.the Irish coast, and was picked 
up by the liner President Roosevelt.

DISMISSED.

A probate action was heard in which the 
plaintiff was Phyllis Mary Searieht, Bright*y 
Lodge, Monkstown, and the deie‘dants were 
Cornelius Walsh, bank official, Munster ao. 
Leinster Bank, Cork; May Starkie, widow. 
129 Anglesea road, Ballsbridge, Dublin, an:|

Dublin. 

The plaintiff claimed to be the sole next 
of-kin of William Skelton Stephens, late of 
29 Clyde road, Dublin, who died in Novem 
ber, 1923, and sought to have probate of a 
retended will of the deceased man, date: 

th November, 1914, revoked and con- 
demned, on the ground that it was not 
properly executed. The defendants were ‘): 
executors, who took out probate. and 
administered the estate years ago. They 
pleaded that the will was legally executed. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., Mr. sleleniy, K.C. and 
Mr. Johnson (instructed by Messrs. J. H. 
Walsh and Co.) appeared for the executors ; 
and Mr. FitzGibben, K.C.. Mr. Dockrell, 
K.C., and Mr. M. Walker for the plaintiff. 

Evidence was given by John Edward 
Fagan that he was empleyed by the late 
Mr. Stephens at his maltings in Hanover 
street. Un the day when the will was made 
he was asked by Mr. McDonnell to sign a 
document. Mr. McDonnell signed it first, 
and when the witness added his signature 
Mr. McDonnell said it was the will of M' 
Stephens, who was not present. 

The witness denied that he witnessec a 
will previously, and when the last will of 
Mr. Stephens was produced he said that 
he did not remember witnessing it. 

In reply to Mr. Justice O'Byrne. he said 
that the signature was like his. but he wou!d 
not say definitely that it was. 

Having been asked if he could 
definitely that it. was not, the witness, after 
some hesitation,..said that he could not, 

To Mr. Lynth, he said that his father. 
who also worked for the late Mr. Stephens, 
had expectations of benefiting under the will. 

Captain Quirke, handwriting expert, said 
that he was satisfied that the handwriting 
of the “J. E, Fagan” who signed both 
wills was that of the same person. 

Mr. FitzGibbonm said that Mr. Doran, 
solicitor, had been acting for the executor<. 
and considered it his duty, when Fagan teld 
him his story of the signing of the will, io 
bring the facts to the notice of the parties. 
Neither was interested directly in the 
slightest, and, if Fagan’s story was believe:l, 
the will should be condemned. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that he had to 
reject the evidence of Mr. Fagan, who was 
the only living person who signed the will. 
Accordingly he dismissed the action, and 
admitted the will to probate in solemn form.

STILL CHAMPION. 


HARVEY BEATEN ON POINTS FOR 
MIDDLE-WEIGHT TITLE.

T the White City, London, last night, Marcel 
Thil, of France, retained his title of middie 
weight champion of the world, when he 

beat Len Harvey on points. it was not a great 
fight, and the Englishman was not seen at his 
best. He found it hard to make much of Thil’s 
crouching attitade, and he was repeatediy held up 
by the referee, who was very insistent in his 
efforts to “ break ” the men, offen, indeed, when 
there seemed no necessity. 


| ROUND ONE, 
adopt a crouch, but in three seconds 
he gladly stood upright as the result of a right 
to the face. The next blow was a leit by Harvey 
to the face, and then came one to the Fre nch- 
man’s body. After a minute Thil launched out 
to the extent of a sort of ever-arm and chop 
blow, but it just grazed Harvey's temple. Gradually 
io reverted to the crouch, and ouce Mr, Deveraz 
darted between the pair and cautioned Harvey, 

apparently for holding with his left forearm. 

ROUND ° 
A little more close work than had heen seen 
before came at the opening of this round, and 
agam a caution to Harvey. It was difficult to 
uncerstand at times the injunctions of the referee. 
The most material blow so far was a right cross 
hy Harvey, which followed a really brainy lheít 


feint. 
ROUND THREE. 

Harvey resumed with a more open style of box- 
ing, and it was noticeable that when he shot out 
his right he wag inclined not to pay too much 
attention to his face guard, When the referee 
stepped in for about the twentieth time in 
two reunds and a half and administered two 
cautions to Thil, there was applause, and just a 
suggestion of the satirical in it. 

ROUND FOUR. 

Thil continued to do what he had done so far in 
the fight, namely, te wetch in the main his 
opponent's gloves. Against an opponent with such 
speed as Harvey undeubledly Sr“ CR the. wisdom 
of such a course was Very doubt The yee 
ended with Harvey rather impatiently pushing off 
Thii during a period of about thirty seconds of 
tip punching by Thil 


ROUND FIVE. 

Harvey’s long reach was of immense value in 
dealing with such a broad front as Thil showed, 
and, once during some close work, Harvey made 
Thil wince with a jab to the front of the body. 
Towards the end of the round a well-delivered left 
by Harvey swung Thil’s head to one side. 
Englishman in a triee was in at the hody with a 
right, and a moment later the bell sounded. 

ROUND

Six. 

Thil dominated affairs te the extent that he bored 
in and compelled Harvey to adopt a course of 
manhcrurving to get at a range which was more to 
his liking, but rf could not be said that Harvey 
was incapable of operating at close quarters, 
Harvey landed twice with the richt, and wound up 
with a nasty uppercut. 


ROUND SEVEN. 

Harvey boxed a little more with his left. He 
hoaked it into Thil’s faee on four occasions, Then 
came one more injunction by the referee. This time 
it was ‘“ head-work” by Thil that Mr, Deveraz 
objected to. In a flash Harvey's left was ont 
again, but at the end of the rownd he went to his 
corner with a badly cut a ne eyebrow. 

ROU HT. 

Although Harvey's som received attention daring 
the interval it was opened almost at once by Thil's 
left, and the Frenchman now changed his tactics,

playing for the head instead of the body, and that 
injured right eye of Harvey a almost was a magnet 
for Thil’s gleve. Just before the end of this round 
a right cross shook Harvey's head, 

ROUND NINE, 

Whether or not Thil was indulging in trap-lay- 
ing it wae difficult to say, but he went back to 
hig old programme of body punches. Simultaneously 
he seemed to get. into a happier. frame -o£t- mind, 
and it was Ufarvey who was inclined to he grave 
Aboat this time Thil was boxing with a little more 
system than he had exhibited before. 

TEN. 

Thil went in yet again for the boring process, 
and the stoiciam of Harvey was a feature. To 
some extent Thil commanded the tactics, and 
there was no mistaking that he scored a tremen- 
dous number of points by means of right And left 
punches to the ribs. Ilarvey had the same 
opportunities, of course, but the Englishman 
showed nothing like the speed of Thil in raining in 
rights and lefts to the body. Indeed, when Harvey 
did land about Thil’s ribs it was mostly with his 


right 
ROUND ELEVEN. 

The onlookers became almost impatient at the 
interruptions of the referee. On an average he 
had “broken” the men half a dozen times per 
round, and it could not be said that the in- -fighting 
had ever reached an “unhealthy” stage. So far 
Harvey had not shown just as much fire as he had 
done in some of his previous contests, but pre- 
bably that was accounted for by the fact that he 
had against him a man who was prepared to go 
in and work on the slightest provocation, 

UND TWELY 

That Thil could return the compliment when he 
had received a strong blow was shown immediately 
after Harvey had rocked him with a right. Almost 
before Harvey had had. time to siep back and 
renew his onslaught Thil was at him with his 
left. and Harvey almost paid the penalty for a 
rash movement. He launched ont in very unwise 
fashion with his right, which was slipped by Thuil, 
and Harvey, finding himself almost bodily on the 
ropes, did well to swing his body and get his head 
out of danger. 


ROUND THIRTEEN. 

Thil quite obviously had set his programme. 
Every time Harvey looked as if he might try to 
send across his right the Frenchman somehow 
Was in at Harvey's body. The most noteworthy 
blow from arm's length was a backw swing 
with the left by Harvey. Just at the end of the 
oy Thil lost his balance and slipped to the 


oor. 
ROUND FOURTEEN. 

The referee continued to add to the happenings 
in the ring, and between his calls to the Men 
Harvey landed with two lefts from about eighteen 
inches range. There were angry calls when the 
referee halted the contest for about two 
and accused Harvey of pulling Thil towards him 
by the waist, and at the same time striking with 


the other hand, 
ROUND FIFTEEN. 

Thil forced Hafvey on to, the ropes almost as 
Soon as the last round had begun. Harvey, as 
ever, tried. vainly to get Thil at long range, but 
Thil was equally determined to op close to 
Harvey. The closing stages saw Thil’s face 
bleeding, and Harvey Spared no pains in getting 
in ag and when he could to the injured mark, but 
Thil fought as he had fought all along: He bare 
in, and although in rather an unsteady state in 
the last few seconds he lashed in at Harvey's 
bodv.
